Overage Through Difterent Eyes

Attitudes of Council mem¬ 
bers took a pivotal turn re¬ 
garding Community Center 
cost estimates at the Sep¬ 
tember 29 work session. New' 
insights provided by Steve 
Wilezynski, Task Force 
member and architect, per¬ 
suaded Council to approach 
the contract bidding process 
aggressively and with confi¬ 
dence for a total savings of 
$700,000 from the Septem¬ 
ber estimate of $5.7 million. 

With calm voices and pointed 
questions, members of the coun¬ 
cil the city's hired architectural 
firm. Florence Eichbaum Eso- 
c °ft King (FEEK). and Wilezyn- 
ski ironed out a cost estimate 
plan designed to keep costs down, 
yet refrain from early deductions 
of key elements in the restoration 
project. 

Add-Ons 

The results of the evening 
grew out of Wilczynski’s add-on 
suggestions. Add-ons are items 
which are saved until after the 
bids from the contractors have 
been established for the entire 
project Then, the items re¬ 
served as add-ons can be added 
to the overall project, thus 
adjusting the final cost based 
on funds available to the city, 
rather than by deducting items 
in haste to reduce the final cost- 

The compatability at the city’s 
budget and the bids will deter¬ 
mine if items such as the com¬ 
plete replacement of all windows 
and roof of Center School will 
be possible. 

Council decided to hold public 
hearings some time after the 
bids are received to give the 
community an opportunity to 
voice its opinion of “real bids 
for a real project.” 

Wilezynski said after the Sep¬ 
tember 7 meeting he felt rhat 


the council was at a “dead end,” 
He said the members had taken 
the “historical perspective of the 
renovation too far” and decided 
to look at the estimates him¬ 
self. Although primarily the 
representative for the nursery 
school scheduled to operate out 
of the new Community Center 
Wilezynski felt the overall costs 
were too high and he could pro¬ 
vide some viable alternatives. 

Even though the options drawn 
up by FEEK as possible deduc¬ 
tions were not chosen as the 
final figures. Tom White, coun¬ 
cil member, considered them val¬ 
uable and said the council “in¬ 
creased its information tonight” 
on the process of choosing esti¬ 
mates for contract bids. 

“Bare Bones” 

FEEK presented a $4.8 mil¬ 
lion package reduced to the 
“bare bones”, as Russell Perry, 
one of the architects put it. Not 
only were some of the deduc¬ 
tions from the September 7 
meeting part of the plan, but 
there were nine additional areas 
slated for both minor and major 
cost alternatives. 

The largest cost savings in 
the FEEK plan, at $20 662. was 
the lack of renovation to the 
second floor of the 1967 build¬ 
ing. The only work on this sec¬ 
tion would be work to bring 
it up to code. This includes add¬ 
ing a sprinkler system, and fit¬ 
ting the area mechanically for 
future air conditioning. Also, a 
handicap accessible bathroom 
would be added. There will be 
no paint, no finishings and no 
upgrades to either the lighting 
or the floor tiles. 

Marie Tousignant and Barbara 
Simon, both representing the arts 
on the Task Force, supported 
FEEK’s second floor proposals 
if necessary. Tousignant said it 
didn’t matter whether or not

the rooms were “bare-bones” or 
riot, for she said “‘The band can 
still practice in them.” 

Windows and Roof 

A second major deduction was 
the windows. Whereas the orig¬ 
inal cost estimates replaced all 
the windows, now only those in 
the gym would be replaced. The 
windows which have damaged 
framework would receive caulk¬ 
ing to prevent water leakage, 
but no replacements. 

FEEK sought originally to re¬ 
place the entire roof at the Sep¬ 
tember 7 meeting. However, the 
updated plan made a major cut 
and recommended replacing only 
the roof over the kitchen with 
repairs to the remainder of the 
roof at a future date. 

Additional savings of $12,733 
fell under the heading “base 
condition”—those costs that were 
necessary to bring the building 
up to code. 

Sprinkler System 

Each part of the building will 
be treated differently for the 
project as a whole, but one of 
the mandatory code items slated 
for additional construction is 
a sprinkler system. 

In order to preserve the his¬ 
toric image of the buildings as 
much as possible, as well as 
reduce the overall cost at the 
same time FEEK’s plan added 
suspended ceiling* to the main 
corridors to hide the new sprink¬ 
ler system. 

The gym and ground floor of 
the 1967 building would also 
receive new ceilings, thus cov¬ 
ering the sprinklers. The savings 
came primarily from the class¬ 
rooms because in these areas 
sprinklers would remain ex¬ 
posed. 

Karl Riedel, one of FEEK’s 
architects, explained that once 
the decision to embrace exposed 
sprinklers had been made, coun¬ 
cil would probably never go 
back to a dropped ceiling (one 
See COMMUNITY CENTER, p.6

are looking for serious trouble. 
How much are we going to in¬ 
sure our members’ belongings: 
$50,000? $30,000? $10,000? The 
cost of HO-6 insurance is depend¬ 
ent on the value of the individ¬ 
ual members furnishings and 
belongings. If GHI adds the 
value of HO-6 insurance to the 
monthly co-op fee, at the least 
our fees would go up by $10 a 
month. And what about the 
member who already has HO-6 
insurance what are we going 
to do about them? 

We may be better off plan¬ 
ning to rewire our houses. The 
insulation around the wiring is 
50 plus years old and some cf 
it has decayed. This would in¬ 
sure proper wiling for the hard 
wire smoke detectors which the 
Board is considering installing. 
Our reserves are slightly under 
$625 per member and that may 
help pay for the rewiring. Hard 
wiring will be an additional ex¬ 
pense but may be affordable -f 
we do not also pay for HO-6 
insurance. As long as we have 
a system for checking on the 
back-up battei’y* used if the 
electricity goes off, we may pro¬ 
vide better protection for our 
members.

Let’s Reject 
“Us vs Them ” 

I have in my hands a flier 
addressed to “Dear Greer belt 
East Residents” and signed by 
Timothy S. Sechrist, President, 
Greenbelt East Advisory Com¬ 
mittee. On the face of it, this 
flyer exhorts the residents to 


register, a very laudable goa*. 
Unfortunately, the flyer contains 
the following paragraph, which 
greatly disturbs me: “Greenbelt 
East . . . currently provides 
nearly one-half of the property 
taxes . . . for the city. But 
there is currently only one mem¬ 
ber of the City Council who lives 
in Greenbelt East. As well, . ■ . 
most of the projects and ameni¬ 
ties funded by our tax dollars 
are not ending up in Greenbelt 
East and are not benefiting those 
who are paying for them. High 
taxes with little if anything to 
show for them are one thing, 
but the truth is that the thou¬ 
sands of people in Greenbelt 
East deserve greater and better 
representation in our City gov¬ 
ernment. . 

If it wag not so sad and po¬ 
tentially dangerous, the above 
borders on the comical, like writ¬ 
ten from another planet. Any¬ 
way, let us do our homework 
and proceed with some Reality 
Checks: 

Reality Check No. 1; Using 
the breakdown of the City Tax 
Base, prepared by the City for 
January 1990. (later figures are 
not available) I come to these 
approximate conclusions: In fis¬ 
cal 1990 the total General Fund 
Revenues were $8.80 million, of 
which $414 million (or about 
47^) were derived from Real 
Property* Of this Real Property, 
a little over 62% is Residential 
Property, the rest is Commercial, 
Of all the Residential Property, 
about 45% is located in Green¬ 
belt East. After performing the 
proper calculations, the resulr is 
that Greenbelt East property 
taxes yielded about 13% of the 
1990 General Fund Revenues. 

Reality Check No. 2: According 
to the June 29, 1989 News Re¬ 
view: “Greenbelt East along 
with the absentee ballots, pro¬ 
vided the margin of victory as 
the $3 million bond ordinance 
for a community center was ap¬ 
proved.” 

Indeed, it was the majority of 
the voters in Greenbelt East 
(58.6%) who wanted to appro¬ 
priate the monies for the Com¬ 
munity Center to be built (and 
not in Greenbelt East!) It was 
a minority of the voters in “old” 
Greenbelt (49.0%) who wanted 
the same, even though it would 
be built in "their” territory* 

And how about building the 
“cheaper” center (North End) 
rather than one in Center 
School? Again, the majority of 
Greenbelt East voters (56.3%) 
voted for the more expensive 
Center location, compared with 
(48.5%) of the voters in the 
"old” part of town. 

On the other hand, everybody 
(regardless of location) voted

by large margins in favor of 
Schrom Hills Park, which passed 
with a total Yea vote of 75.2%. 

Reality Check No. 3: Several 
years back, when I spoke out 
against funding of the indoor 
pool. I came repeatedly in con¬ 
flict with representatives of 
Greenbelt East- who wanted the 
facility, located in “old” Green¬ 
belt. 

Conclusion: The above shows 
abundantly that the “big” money 
is being spent in accordance with 
the wishes of East Greenbelters. 
In Greenbelt a counoilmember 
is elected to serve all of Green¬ 
belt, not just the subdivision 
where he or she happens to 


live. 

I find the flyer not only an 
insult to the intelligence of the 
people to whom it was addressed 
but also to the current council- 
members who have worked hard 
to serve all of us. If one has 
specific complaints, those should 
be aired. But such a pamphlet, 
full of incorrect innuendos, 
serves only to pull down the 
level of the campaign and to 
inject “us” vs. “Them” feedings 
that we have not had in the 
past and hopefully will not have 
in the future.

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Pastor Ed Biruer Retires 
From Holy Cross Ministry

Forty years is a long time to stay in one job, and a 
long time to live in one place—at least in present-day 
America. Yet that has been the history of Pastor Edward 
H. Birner, who recently retired from the ministry of Holy 
Cross Lutheran Church in Greenbelt. 


For this Illinois native who 
went on to prepare for the min¬ 
istry at Concordia High School 
and Junior College in Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, the circumstance 
that brought him to Maryland 
was no doubt a young man's 
search for adventure. When the 
students were asked where they 
wanted to spend their sum¬ 
mer's assignment with a working 
pastor, young Ed Birner said, 
“Anywhere but the Midwest." 
That's how he ended up in far¬ 
away Baltimore. 

After graduation from Con¬ 
cordia, students were placed in 
year-long internships. Birner 
vividly remembers how he waited 
to hear what his assignment 
would be. His destination — 
Greenbelt — again placing Irm 
in Maryland, came about because 
his Baltimore supervisor request¬ 
ed him by name. In Greenbelt 
he was assigned to work under 
the Rev. Edwin E. Pieplow. a 
Mount Rainer pastor who was 
developing several Lutheran con¬ 
gregations in the area and who 
had been assisting a Greenbelt 
group. After having been super¬ 
vised closely during that Balti¬ 
more summer Birner found him¬ 
self in Greenbelt left mostly to 
his own devices. He learned by 
doing. 

What He Found in Greenbelt 

The city in 1951 was a very 
different place from what it is 
today. Of its population of 
around 7,000. half at least were 
children. The only professionals 
were teachers and nurses, Bir¬ 
ner says. His own congregation, 
consisting of about 100, had been 
working together about nine 
years. They had acquired prop¬ 
erty, and ground had already 
been broken for a church at 22 
Ridge Road the present site of 
Green Ridge House. 

The architect's original esti¬ 
mate for the church structure 
was $30,000, Birner said. But at 
the end of the first year’s work, 
only a basement had been built 
—and more than the designated 
$30,000 had alredy been spent. 
What to do? By adding a ground 
floor entryway, and roofing over 
the completed basement, Holy 
Cross at least created a place 
to meet. 


But it was also hard to find. 
Although the congregation con¬ 
tinued to grow many Lutherans 
outside the city complained that 
they couldn't find the church. 
They were entering the city off 
Edmonston Road, where it in¬ 
tersected with Crescent, and the 
Ridge Road they found, where 
the present police station is lo¬ 
cated, ended in a dirt trail, as 
it does today, where the road 
moves beyond the city limits. 

The Grenbelt Road Building 
Sometime in 1961-62, Birner 
remembers, an article in the 
News Review indicated the fu¬ 
ture location of the Beltway. 
Just south on Greenbelt Road, 
next to the national park land, 
would remain a little triangle of 
undeveloped land cut off by the 
highway. Getting in touch with 
then Representative Richard E. 
Lankford. Birner was able to 
have a private bill passed by 
Congress, over the signature 
of President John F. Kennedy, 
freeing the sale of the land to 
Holy Cross “at full market val¬ 
ue-" When an appraiser hired by 
the church set the price at $50 - 
000, the figure seemed a huge 
amount. But that shrank to man¬ 
ageable dimensions when the ap¬ 
praisal from the Department of 
the Interior came in—$30,000 an 
acre or $330,000 for the entire 
11-acre parcel. Based on th land's 
perceived commercial value, that 
figure was far beyond the re¬ 
sources of the congregation. 

Appealing to Secretary of the 
Interior Stuart Udall. again 
through Congressman Lankford, 
on the basis that the bill spe¬ 
cified sale of the parcel only to 
Holy Cross, a non-profit insMtu-

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tion which could not pay a com¬ 
mercial rate, the appraisal was 
reduced to $50,000. What is 
now recognized as a landmark 
structure on Greenbelt Road was 
subsequently built. “We've been 
very happy with the design of 
the building." Birner says. 

Life in Greenbelt 

“We've enjoyed it—living and 
working in Greenbelt," Birner 
says. Citing the stability of resi¬ 
dence in the GHI court where 
they have lived for 34 years. 
Birner says he and his wife, 
Nancy, “are still the new kids 
on the block." When their family, 
with three young sons, grew be¬ 
yond the dimensions of the orig¬ 
inal GHI structure, the congre¬ 
gation, which owned the house, 
offered two alternatives: they 
could move to a larger house or 
a new wing could be added. 
Recognizing how ideal was their 
location, within walking dis¬ 
tance of an excellent elementary 
school, shops, and the Youth 
Center, the Birners chose the 
second alternative. 

Then after some years, the 
congregation decided to get out 
of the business of providing a 
home for their pastor. At/that 
time they lurned over whatever 
equity had been built up in the 
place to the Birners themselves. 
So there they will continue to 
stay during the years of his re¬ 
tirement. “I still think Greenbelt 
is a marvelous place to live." 
he says. 

Personal Philosophy 

As a pastor, Birner had al¬ 
ways believed his role was to 
develop leadership among the 
members of his congregation. Tn 
his youth he had been aware of 
a parish where the pastor's wife 
had been president of the wo¬ 
men's auxiliary for over 20 years. 
Obviously it had been impossible 
for any other member to chal¬ 
lenge her position. Neither Bir¬ 
ner nor Nancy wanted such a 
role for the pastor’s wife at 
Holy Cross. 

The pair met in Baltimore at 
a Walther League Camp staff 
meeting. The daughter of paro¬ 
chial school teachers, Nancy had

become a parochial school teach¬ 
er herself. With this back¬ 
ground, it was natural for the 
Birners to enroll their oldest son, 
Andy, in a Lutheran kindergar¬ 
ten outside the city. However, 
they came to feel that this place¬ 
ment was cutting him off from 
social interactions with chil¬ 
dren in his neighborhood, and 
decided to send him to Center 
School across the street. 

“‘We were going to invest our 
lives in Greenbelt," Birner said, 
“and we wanted the children to 
be involved in Scouting and oth¬ 
er activities of the community." 
For a few years Nancy led a 
Cub Scout troop. 

Over the years Holy Cross 
church has evolved. At one time 
it offered a kindergarten pro¬ 
gram, until public kindergartens 
were established by the coun¬ 
ty's Board of Education. Then 
a nursery school program was 
offered, until working parents 
began to demand full-time day 
care, which the church was un¬ 
able to provide. 

What is in the card* for the 
Birners in the future ? To be 
active in the community, he says, 
“doing things with people."

which would cover the sprink¬ 
lers) because the entire ceiling 
would have to be redesigned, an 
extremely costly procedure. 

Other notable changes with 
the bare-bones FEEK plan were 
using PVC pipe instead of cast 
iron for the plumbing work, sub¬ 
stituting aluminum for copper 
electrical wiring and using less 
ornamental lighting fixtures. 

Both Tom White and Rodney 
Roberts expressed concern over 
reducing the quality of mater¬ 
ials for savings of $7,424 in a 
five million dollar-plus project. 

Alternative Plan 

Because the Task Force con¬ 
sidered FEEK's plan “too con¬ 
servative” according to Bill 
Stratton, Task Force president, 
they wished to present an alter¬ 
native to council members f* r 
consideration. Wilezynski pre¬ 
sented the alternative. His esti¬ 
mates worked out to a 23 to 34 
percent reduction in cost from 
FEEK's original plan. He com¬ 
pared FEEK’s earlier estimates 
with actual bids on two similar 
projects in the area on which 
he personally worked. 

These two renovation projects 
were Buck Lodge Middle School 
and Forestville High School. 
Buck Lodge, AdelphL a 1954 
building cost $58,17 per square 
foot in 1992 to complete. For¬ 
estville, dating from 1966 cost 
an average of $68.31 per square 
foot in 1993. In comparison. 
FEEK's bare-bones cost esti¬ 
mates were $74 per square foot, 
and the September 7 costs were 
$89. 

Interested in Wilczynski's pro¬ 
posal -to set estimates lower and 
approach the 9 bidding process 
more aggressively Perry ad¬ 
mitted Wilezynski utilized “data 
he did not have available.” How¬ 
ever, Perry added that he had 
an independent third party look 
at the drawings who came up 
with “effectively the same fig¬ 
ures within $34,000” as FEEK 
did. 

The council, FEEK and Wil¬ 
ezynski agreed it would be best 
to attract contractors with both 
historical preservation back¬ 
grounds, as well as those who 
were familiar with Prince Geor¬ 
ges County schools. 

After brief discussion on this 
topic, council closed the meeting 
by referring to staff the task 
of drawing up specifications for 
the bidding process. These will 
be considered at the October 12 
regular council meeting.

Council Discusses Bicycle 
Patrolling by City Police

The Greenbeit Police Department may try community 
oriented police techniques, possibly including bicycle pa¬ 
trols at the Greenbeit Metro Station, if it receives a federal 
grant funding 75 percent of an officer’s salary and benefits 
for three years. The cost to the city would average 
21,915 per year. At its September 21 meeting, the Green- 
belt City Council gave the departynent permission to apply 
for the grant fund (and implicitly to expand the force by 
one officer beginning July 1, 1994. 

After this vote, council mem- Roberts countered that he had 
bers clashed over a motion by supported the bicycle patrols 


council member Rodney Roberts 
that the council approve use of 
bicycle patrols and allow the 
chief of police to implement the 
policy as he sees fit Roberts 
argued that this motion was con¬ 
sistent with the police depart¬ 
ment's proposed grant project 
at the Metro station, but he spe¬ 
cified that approval was not 
dependent upon the success or 
the grant application. 

Council member Thomas White 
supported Roberts’ motion not¬ 
ing that it does not require the 
department to use the patrols, 
but merely permits their use. 
Council member Antoinette Brarn 
argued that council’s approval 
of the grant application already 
authorized the Metro project but 
that she needed more specifics 
on hew other patrols would be 
implemented before she could 
support Roberts' more general 
motion. 

The issue “‘should not become 
political.” argued council mem¬ 
ber Edward Putens. He said he 
did not want to see stories of 
how ‘“Roberts proposed and 
council approved” bicycle pa¬ 
trols. 


since before joining council and 
that while he w T as on council he 
was committed to doing all he 
could to support the concept. 

Putens and Bram also raised 
questions about the safety of of¬ 
ficers on bicycles. 

In the end council approved 
Bram's substitute motion that 
council will keep an “open mind” 
regarding bicycle policing. The 
vote was 4-1 with Roberts op¬ 
posed. 

Other Actions 

In July the city received a 
$100,000 state grant for im¬ 
provements to Greenbeit Lake- 
At the September 21 meeting 
council approved a staff-recom¬ 
mended program of improve¬ 
ments using these funds. The 
required match of city funds will 
be met with $35,000 from the 
capital improvements fund and 
$65,000 in city labor. The pro¬ 
jects include stream channel 
improvements, water quality 
testing, and installation of wet¬ 
land plants along banks and 
forebays. In addition, funds will 
be used for a Greenbeit Lake 
Clean-up day and informational 
packets and videos on the forces

The Greenbelt Arts Center (GAC) has offered us an 
entertaining evening with their staging of George Bernard 
Shaw’s “Androcles and the Lion." We highly recommend 
your seeing it. The innovative costuming, casting and set 


are different from any we’ve 

We find women playing parts 
not usually played by women 
and costumes that could fit sev¬ 
eral areas but somehow seem 
to mesh and go together, the 
real test being that we accept¬ 
ed the mixture of costumes as 
part of the play and didn’t real¬ 
ly notice till we thought about 
it later. Much of the credit for 
this situation has to go to Di¬ 
rector Steve Blais. 

So Many Good Players 

There were so many good 
players that we hesitate to men¬ 
tion just a few. The part of 
Androcles fits Lloyd Rawley to 
a T. He makes us see this timid 
henpecked tailor with lofty ideals 
and a love of animals and we 
don't doubt the outcome of his 
meeting wih the lion. 

Ah, the lion! There’s a char¬ 
acter! He’s just as much an 
actor as the rest of the cast. 
We know it’s Doug Love inside 
that furry costume because the 
program says so—but we never 
think of him as Doug. He’s lion 
—mane, tail and roar! 

Norma Ozur as Megaera. An¬ 
drocles’ bossy wife, picks at him 
till we're annoyed and want her 
to stop or, heaven forbid, get 
what’s coming to her. She’s so 
real. 

Then of course there are the 
Christians. The lovely Lavinia 
(Jeanette Connors) faces her 
coming demise a bit too smugly 
and tantalizes the non-believing 
Captain (Bob Thompson). They 
make us see the lovers they 
really want to be. 

On the other hand, Lavinia's 
brother Ferrivios (Bill Fedor- 
shik) a former fighter constant¬ 
ly fights with himself and tries 
hard to turn the other cheek.

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Citizens React to Soaring Cable 

Cost; Council Adopts Parking Plan 


by Jeannine Fielding 

Cable rates and the Com¬ 
munity Center were topics 
of discussion at the Septem¬ 
ber 21 regular meeting of 
the city council. 

Members recounted their own 
experiences with the rate in¬ 
crease to their cable bills. After 
brief discussion among the coun¬ 
cil members and concerns ex¬ 
pressed by townswoman Eunice 
Coxon, the council voted to file 
an “interest to regulate rates” 
to the Federal Communications 
Commission so that the city may 
regulate cable rates in the fu¬ 
ture. 

This action is a direct result 
of Multi Vision cable rates in¬ 
creasing from $3.00 per month 


for the Basic tier to $11-55. In 
addition to the rate increase, a 
charge for 34 cents was sent to 
the customer. This optional main¬ 
tenance fee covers any problems 
to the wiring from the cable ser¬ 
ver outside the bouse to the ac¬ 
tual television box. 

Community Center 

Addressing follow up items 
from the September 7 work ses¬ 
sion on the Community Center, 
council discussed the parking lot 
proposal and a draft letter re¬ 
questing compensation from the 
Prince Georges County Board of 
Education for certain repairs of 
Center School. 

After considering the option 
presented by the Community 
Center Task Force on the park¬ 
ing situation, council chose to 


retain the previously adopted 
parking plan. Cost and timing 
constraints led to this decision 

One exception was added, how¬ 
ever, to the plan. The basketball 
courts will not be used for park¬ 
ing on a daily basis. They will be 
reserved for overflow parking 
only and for special events. 

Although voting for the plan, 
CounciImember Antoinette (Toni) 
Bram clearly stated her opposi¬ 
tion. She said the plan, which will 
block off the main driveway to 
the Youth Center, will prohibit a 
free-flow of access to the Youth 
Center 

Counci [member Ed Putens 
questioned the significance of cost 
and timing constraints on the 
parking lot to the work being 
done on the building itself. 


man-Pedersen, Inc.- the engin¬ 
eering firm hired by the city to 
evaluate parking, explained that 
the building permit will be held 
up until the parking plan is fin¬ 
alized. She indicated that ac¬ 
ceptance of the current proposal 
means a step forward in the bid- 
c ng process. An opportunity will 
still exist, she said, to reevaluate 
the plan at a future date. Pos¬ 
sibly a new plan could then be 
submitted. 

Keith Chernikoff, spokesman 
for the Task Force, requested a 
clause in the proposal stating 
that the public still would have 
a voice in the process after the 
bidding was complete. 

Remuneration Issue 

The second item from the Sep¬ 
tember 1 work session involved 
the draft of a letter to the Board 
of Education requesting compen¬ 
sation for certain repairs of Cent¬ 
er School, the future Community 
Center. 


the school board did not turn the 
school over in “proper working 
condition ” as stated in a previ¬ 
ous agreement. 

However the update from the 
architectural Arm Florance Eich- 
baum Esocoff Kang (FEEK), rec¬ 
ommended that since the cost of 
the window lintels, at $30,00, off¬ 
set the cost of the roof repair, 
reimbursement should not be pur¬ 
sued at this time. 

Discussion was held on wheth¬ 
er or not all information should 
appear in a letter to the Board 
of Education regardless of whe¬ 
ther the costs seemed to offset 
each other. A motion was sub¬ 
mitted and accepted to approve 
the letter with amendment lan¬ 
guage to include all items in need 
of repair. 

An additional item passed by 
council was a 30-day bond auth¬ 
orization ordinance to refinance 
the city's debt in order to finance 
the Greenbelt Community Center. 
The exact amount is yet undeter¬ 
mined because it will be based on 
inteerst rates after the 30-day 
posting period- 

This ordinance reflects the pro¬ 
posal by NationsBank, which was 
supported by council at its Aug¬ 
ust 16 meeting. 

With suspension of the rules, a 
resolution for the purchase of a 
used van for the Police Depart¬ 
ment was passed. The van was 
purchased from David Weichel- 
stem. a wholesaler for Capitol 
Cadillac for $10,300, plus the 
trade in of a Toyota Tercel ob¬ 
tained last year. 

The Governor's Commission 
grant will pay 75 percent of the 
purchase price or $7,725. The city 
will pay the remaining $2,575. 

Bicycle Request 
Alan Turnbull with the Green¬ 
belt Bicycle Coalition submitted 
a petition requesting three chang¬ 
es to city roads for bycyclists 
and pedectrians. They were: I) 
placing bicycle signs on Ivy Lane, 
Cherrywood Lane and Kenilworth 
Avenue; 2) paving the existing 
gravel shoulder on Crescent Road 
from St. Hugh's Catholic Church 
to Kenilworth Avenue; 3) adding 
a pedesetrian/bicycle crossing at 
Greenbelt Road. 

Turnbull said the average bike 
lane is five feet wide. These lanes 
would be used by people who 
will be using the Greenbelt Met¬ 
ro station- he said.

Metro Responds to Riders’ 
Requests With Altered Plans 

by Betsy Likowski 

The final Metro bus plans to service the new Greenbelt 
Metro station have been approved and Greenbelt bus riders 
will get much of what they asked for at meetings and 
public hearings earlier this year. There are more bus trips 
through Greenbelt and Metro officials believe travel time 
will be reduced for most users of public transit. Sunday 
service and late evening service to some parts of the city, 
however, are not to be at this time. 

The new Greenbelt Metro sta- Riders of the Rll commuter 
tion and three other stations on bus route through the core of 
the Green Line will open on 
December 11. Some 32 current 
bus routes will be affected by 
re-routing. The new bus routes 
were approved on September 9- 
The printed bus schedules that 
include route maps and time¬ 
tables are not yet available. 

The T15/16 bus route will re¬ 
main basically the same and the 
other main bus line, the R12, 
will serve all three sections of 
the city plus provide quick rush 
hour service to two metro lines. 

A newly modified C2 bus route 
will replace most of the services 
provided by the current F6 
route. And several routes will 
provide access from the Green¬ 
belt Metro station to other points 
around the area—some of which 
had been very difficult to reach 
by public transit in the past. 

T15/16 

The T15/16 bus route and 
hours of service will remain 
about the same. This will mean 
that residents of the core of 
Greenbelt and Greenbelt East 
north of Greenbelt Road will 
continue to have the same ser¬ 
vice they now have. 

Rush hour trips through Capi¬ 
tal Office Park will continue and 
such trips will be designated T15 
and the other trips will be T16. 

R12 

Metro officials heard and an¬ 
swered various concerns ex¬ 
pressed by bus riders with a 
new R12 bus route that will 
cover all three sections of the 
city plus go to several metro 
stations on two rail lines. As 
mentioned in earlier plans, the 
R12 will, among other places, 
travel from the Greenbelt Metro 
station through Spring Hill 
Lake and Greenbelt East via 
Hanover Parkway and then to 
the New Carrollton Metro sta¬ 
tion. 


Plaza. Or people can get off the 
C2 bus on the west side of the 
University of Maryland campus, 
by the Adult Education Build¬ 
ing. and transfer to the F8 bus. 

Other Points of Interest 
Seven bus routes will stop at 
the Greenbelt Metro station: R12. 
T15/I6, C2, R3. 83, 87, and 89- 
The 83 will go along U.S. 
Route 1. 

The 87 and 89 bus routes were 
commuter bus routes between 
Laurel and Washington. They 


will be greatly expanded with 
44 trips for the 87 and 30 trips 
for the 89. This day long service 
will mean Greenbelters can get 
to Laurel throughout the day. 
Eliminated Routes 
The Rll and R15 commuter 
routes will be eliminated. County 
officials believe that parts of 
the new R12 will give similar 
service to what the R15 and Rll 
do now. 

The new F6 bus route will no 
longer come anywhere near 


Greenbelt, It will be a cross¬ 
county route. The 02 bus will 
replace the part of the F6 that 
runs through Greenbelt.

with the loss of this route, Met¬ 
ro’s response is to run the R12 
through the core of Greenbelt. 
Since the R12 will run 53 trips 
a day. additional rush-hour and 
non-rush hour service will be 
provided to that part of the city 
by the new R12 route. 

Greenbelters and non-residents 
did not like the proposed dis¬ 
continuation of R12 bus service 
on part of Kenilworth Avenue. 
Metro has replied with the plan 
to continue bus service on that 
part of Kenilworth Avenue and 
on down to the Deanwood Metro 
station. 

F6 Becomes C2 

Some people were very con¬ 
cerned with the loss of the F6 
bus route both because it would 
eliminate late evening bus ser¬ 
vice to the core of Greenbelt 
and because it would mean no 
bus service west of Southway 
(University Square. Lakeside 
Drive, and A and B blocks of 
Greenbelt Homes Inc.). Metro 
will have the C2 route run 
through the part of the city cur¬ 
rently covered by the F6 route. 
This will maintain a direct bus 
route from the core of the city 
to the University of Maryland. 

Shopping Malls 

Metro plans to have the 
T15/16. R12, and C2 bus routes 
go to Beltway Plaza, Currently 
the F6. C2, R12. Rll, and T15'16 
go to Beltway Plaza. Metro’s 
earlier proposal was to discon¬ 
tinue service to Beltway Plaza, 

The C2 bus route will not go 
near Prince Georges Plaza, but 
the new R3 and F8 routes will go 
to the Plaza. The new R3 bus 
route comes to the Greenbelt 
Metro station, so Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents can take a bus to the sta¬ 
tion and then transfer to the 
R3 to go to Prince Georges

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Former Mayor Recalls Tough Issues 
Of Earlier Greenbelt Years

(This is the second of two 
articles based up an inter - 
vieyj, with former Mayor 
Richard Pilski. Pilski was 
honored on September IS by 
his friends and the City 
Council at a testimonial din¬ 
ner at the American Legion 
Post Home.) 

After first being* elected to 
the city council by only one 
vote, Richard Pilski was re¬ 
elected every two years for 
the next 20. Eventually be¬ 
coming' top vote-getter, he 
was elected mayor by the 
council for three two-year 
terms and part of another. 

“They weren’t easy elections.” 
Pilslci relates. “We had so many 
controversial issues. There was 
the gun referendum. One of the 
big controversies was the open¬ 
ing of Cherry wood Lane through 
the Beltway Plaza. It was a big 
campaign issue. Springhill Lake 
ran its own ticket. There was the 
controversy over the sewage 
treatment plant for Greenbriar. 
Vietnam was an issue, too- Those 
were tough campaigns and some¬ 
times dirty.” 

Sign War 

The infamous sign incident 
occurred in the 1969 campaign 
when Joel Katz, a Springhill 
Lake resident, ran on a slate 
with Francis White and Eliza¬ 
beth Maffay. “We had all these 
signs,” Pilski recalls. We put 
them up. They were taking them 
down just as quick. One night 
we put up a sign at the back 
of the school (Greenbelt Middle 
School, facing Breezewood Drive 
in Springhill Lake). We climbed 
trees in order to put it up. Then 
we waited. 

“Along came two people. One 
was carrying a large broom stick 
with a hook on the end, the 
other carried a long-handled tree 
pruner. I still have the stick with 
the hook. Our sign was really 
strung tight between the trees, 
so tight that when they broke 
the rope it caused the two of 
them to fall down.” 

Pilski called the police and 
swore out warrants against the 
two, one of whom was candidate 
Joel Katz. Howard Chasanow, 
who was then with the State’s 
Attorney’s office, called him lat¬ 
er and asked him to withdraw 
the charges. “For Howie I pulled 
back,” Pilski recalls. 

‘•Perhaps you shouldn’t write 
about this,” Pilski commented. 

“I don’t want to bring up old 
wounds. Joel apologized to me 
and we got along fine together. 

I still see him at the center every 
now and then. He still has a 
post office box here.” 

Mayor Pilski 

In the 1969 election, Francis 
White, with the aid of Springhill 
Lake votes, beat out biennial 
vote leader Edgar Smith, becom¬ 
ing mayor for the first time 
since his defeat in 1963. How¬ 
ever, when the county adopted 
its charter. White ran for the 
county council, got elected, and 
resigned from the city council. 

Smith again became mayor, 
but was appointed a judge of the 
Maryland District Court shortly 
after that and resigned from the 
council. Pilski was then elected 
mayor by the council. In 3971 
be received the most votes in 
the election and was again 
elected mayor for the firs, of 
three full terms. 

In 1975, Gil Weidenfeld out- 


polled Pilski for the first time 
and served his first term as 
mayor. At the following election, 
however, Pilski beat out Weiden¬ 
feld and was reelected mayor. 
Then in 1979 Weidenfeld again 
beat Pilski. The next election 
surprised many people, as both 
Weidenfeld and Pilski lost to 
Richard Castaldi. Pilski never 
regained the office of mayor. 
He continued to serve on the 
council until 1985, when he w%s 
defeated by newcomer Joseph 
Isaacs. 

Accomplishments 

Pilski enjoyed serving on the 
council and as mayor. "It’s an 
honor to serve the people and 
to represent them,” he stated. 
“It gives you prestige. People 
know who you are.” 

He is particularly proud of how 
his efforts affected many of the 
things that did or did not hap¬ 
pen during those 20 years, be¬ 
ginning with his deciding vote 
on the Stidham property. “I was 
also the deciding vote on not 
rezoning Parcels 1 and 2 to the 
R-30 zone,” he remembers. 

He also noted his continuing 
support for leaving Parcel 7 next 
to Boxwood as passive parkland 
and not developing it with ball- 
fields. Pilski first proposed an¬ 
nexing Greenway Center. He be¬ 
lieves that his efforts helped 
convince the owners, as well a? 
Coakley and Williams, the own¬ 
ers of the Maryland Trade Cen¬ 
ter. to request annexation. 

“There is not one vote that 
I have taken that has gone 
against what the Planning Board 


and the people wanted,” Pilski 
declared. “We have no industrial, 
only quality development.” 

He thinks that he influenced 
a crucial State Senate vote need¬ 
ed for the construction of the 
Greenbelt Library. He fought 
the effort of the National Park 
Service to swap Greenbelt Re¬ 
gional Park for an amusement 
park across the Potomac River 
from Mount Vernon. 

“I Drank the Water” 

Pilski supported the contro¬ 
versial temporary sewage treat¬ 
ment plant for Greenbriar that 
was needed because the capacity 
of the Western Branch sewage 
treatment plant was inadequate 
at the time. After years of con¬ 
troversy and governmental re¬ 
view, the plant was built. It op¬ 
erated only a short time, how¬ 
ever, before the expansion of 
the Western Branch facility was 
completed. 

“The water (effluent) from it 
was cleaner than the W.S.S.C. 
drinking water. I drank it.” he 
declared. “There was a 4 to 1 
vote on the council for the plant 
until the News Review came 
out against it in an editorial.” 
Pilski still believes in the con¬ 
struction of small treatment 
plants for individual communi¬ 
ties and believes that it is the 
way of the future. 

Always deeply religious and 
strongly patriotic. Pilski noted 
that he got the council to open 
each meeting with a prayer and 
the Pledge of Allegiance to the 
Flag. Although he had reserva- 
tions at first when he became

convinced that it was feasible for 
the city to build senior housing 
at Green Ridge House, Pilski 
worked hard for passage of the 
necessary referendum for the city 
to take out a mortgage with the 
State and lobbied with the peo¬ 
ple at the State for their sup¬ 
port. 

Disappointment a 

Pilski’s biggest disappointment 
on the council was that he never 
had the opportunity to fulfill 
the annexation of the Goddard 
Space Flight Center. He also be¬ 
lieves it was a mistake for the 
council to have opposed con¬ 
structing 1-95 through the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia. “Now we have 
it in Greenbelt,” he notes. "I 
was the only one to support it.” 

As a councilmember, Pilski 
often complained about unneces¬ 
sary meetings and failure to 
make decisions. “There was too 
much discussion on things that 
could have been settled in less 


time- The agendas became repe¬ 
titious. There were unnecessary 
delays when the couneilmembers 
had already made up their 
minds. There were worksessions 
upon worksessions on the same 
subject. Boards were making 
recommendations and we were 
not acting upon them.” 

“I was getting kind of tired 
of being on the council,” Pilski 
admits. “There was an incident 
where we heard the same story 
I had heard 20 years ago. It was 
the son of the original person 
who came before the council. The 
time comes for everyone. 

“I was disappointed when I 
was defeated, of course, I would 
have liked to have served on the 
council for the Fiftieth Anniver¬ 
sary. I don’t feel I was defeated 
because of ability. It was due 
to circumstances beyond my con¬ 
trol.” 

In the political world, defeat-

ed candidates quickly become 
nonenities. Pilski received little 
recognition at the time of his 
departure from the council. The 
city even failed to give him his 
20 Year Pin for the 20 years 
he served on the Council. 

For the next three years, Pil¬ 
ski kept busy with a state ap¬ 
pointment with M1ARC, the 
Maryland commuter rail system, 
doing primarily public relations 
work. In 1988 he fully retired, 
except for trying to sell a little 
real estate, 

Pilski enjoys retired life with 
Claire at their home in Green- 
briar Condominiums. Having just 
celebrated their fortieth wedding 
anniversary in August, Pilski 
ascribes their marital success to 
the fact that they still hold 
hands. Their union resulted in 
three children, Richard Jr., Nan¬ 
cy Grill and Christine Weaver. 
They are particularly proud of 
their two grandchildren, Erica 
and Melanie Weaver, ages seven 
and four, whom they have helped 
care for during the past four 
years- 

Living in a ground level uni f , 
Pilski enjoys maintaining a 
small garden next to the build¬ 
ing without assuming the re¬ 
sponsibilities that come with a 
large yard. He also keeps busy 
with a variety of activities. Daily 
he collects food from a local 
supermarket and delivers it to 
needy homeless persons and sen¬ 
ior citizens. He also collects 
clothes for the needy. Pilski 
serves on the Maryland Medical 
Arbitration Board as the one 
board member who is neither a 
medical practitioner or an offi¬ 
cial. The board considers medical 
malpractice complaints. He con¬ 
tinues to be active in the Ameri¬ 
can Legion and St. Hugh's 
Church. 

In spite of all these activities. 
Pilski still finds time to take 
Claire on trips to Atlantic City. 

As to the testimonial dinner 
held for him, Pilski commented. 
“It makes you feel good that 
people are getting together. It 
is very thoughtful of my friends 
to do it. It's good to know that 
you are not forgotten-” _ 


Friends, family, local politicians, Legionnaires and 
other well wishers filled the banquet hall ait the Greenbelt 
Post 136 American Legion on September 18 to honor former 
Mayor and City Councilmember Richard R. “Dick” Pilski. 
Dinner co-chair, friend, Legionnaire and fellow Greenbelter 
Eugene Kellaher served as Master of Ceremonies. The 
testimonial dinner was sponsored by the Greenbelt City 
Council and the Legion Post. 


With all members of Council 
present, Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
presented to Pilski a resolution 
adopted at a special meeting and 
signed by the entire council. It 
recognized his more than 20 
years on the council and listed 
the many significant achieve¬ 
ments of the city during that 
period. Weidenfeld noted that 
both he and Pilski had set rec¬ 
ords for length of service on 
council and as Mayor and that 
they had worked together for 16 
years. 

For ten of those years ;e 
noted, all five members of coun¬ 
cil had remained the same. Be¬ 
sides Weidenfeld and Pilski, two 
other members of that council 
were present that evening — 
Thomas X. White and Richard 
Castaldi. The fifth member had 
been the late Charles F. Schwan 

Expressing his pleasure in 
paying homage to Pilski on this 
occasion, Weidenfeld noted that 
“Dick has been there for a lot 
of the significant things that 
came about on council.” He sin¬ 
gled out Pilski's support for 
the construction of Green Ridge 
House, Greenbelt's apartment 
building for senior citizens- and 
his support of the city's first 
multimillion dollar bond issue. 
The construction of a new po¬ 
lice station, the renovation of 
the outdoor swimming pool, the 
construction of the indoor pool 
and the purchase of green space 
by the city were made possible 
as a result of the sale of those 
bonds, he noted. 

County council member and 
former city mayor and council 
member Richard Castaldi pre¬ 
sented Pilski with a Proclamation 
of the county council and ex¬ 
pressed his congratulations to 
Pilski and his wife Claire. Cas¬ 
taldi declared “I got my start 


in politics because of Dick and 
I owe it all to Dick.” 

Controversy ? 

Castaldi took particular note 
of the many-year controversy 
over the construction of a tem¬ 
porary sewage treatment plant 
to enable construction of the 
Greenbriar condominium devel¬ 
opment at a time when public 
sewer service was not available. 

He had been caught in the 
middle between Pilski, a sup¬ 
porter of the project, and White, 
a strong opponent. Castaldi jok¬ 
ingly claimed that he had de¬ 
cided to go along with White 
after Pilski had advised him that 
if he supported the project, he 
would have to drnk the sewage 
plant's effluent. (When the plant 
had frst opened- Pilski drank 
some of the effluent that the 
plant technicians claimed to be 
purer than the drinking water 
in Greenbelt. After a brief per¬ 
iod of operation, the plant was 
closed and dismantled because 
Greenbriar was connected to the 
W.S.S.C. system). 

Political Help 

State Senator Leo Green, and 
State Delegates Joan Pitkin, 
Mary Conroy and James Hub¬ 
bard also recognized Pilski, Each 
noted the political help Pilski 
had given to them. Conroy, who 
had been the wife of a politician 
for many years before she first 
ran for elective office, gave spe¬ 
cial recognition to the contribu¬ 
tions of Pilski’s wife, Claire. 

George Cherepes* Chief de 
Gore- of the Greenbelt 40 & 8 
chapter presented Pilski with the 
organization’s first Citizen of the 
Year Award. American Legion 
Post Commander Joseph Red- 
mon, together with other past 
commander’s, recognized Pilski 
“for the good humanitarian -hat 
he is.”

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello again ! ! ! 

Have you used your rear window defroster yet? When they 
work, they are great for clearing your view. As always, there 
is a story to the defroster. The story begins with the voltage, 
which 'travels through the window grid, developing a resistance 
and heat that malts the goodies sticking to your rear window. 

The most common problem with the system is grid breakage 
or connecting wire breaks that become loosened from the terminal. 

A couple of tips for good operating: 

1. Make sure the alternator circuit is charged. 

2. When washing the inside of the window, go in direction of grid 
or with the lines. Do not go Against the lines, 

3. Do not let children pday with toys against the glass. This 
will scratch the grid lines and open the circuit
